1 . FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF USITC NOTICE, PUBLISHED IN THE 
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FEDERAL REGISTER OF AUGUST 3, ANNOUNCING THAT ON JULY 27

PRODUCED BY SUCH DOMESTIC INDUSTRY ARE INCREASING 
RAPIDLY, EITHER ABSOLUTELY OR RELATIVELY, SO AS TO BE A 
SIGNIFICANT CAUSE OF MATERIAL INJURY, OR THREAT THEREOF, 

TO SUCH DOMESTIC INDUSTRY. SECTION 406 IS CONCERNED
